banished, Governor Winslow, of Piymouth, 
visited him forthavth, and administered to 
hie necessities. There are ne persecutions 
set down against the Prigrims. They were 
alithe work of the Planters, wim had not 
so thoroughly broken off from Epicopalan- 
ism as to reoounce *' the bloody tenet of per- 
secution,” a tenet «f thew leader, Mr. Cun.

| MR MANNS SPEECH.

malatto in the middle of Africa, would he ft 
Take them all, mulatto, mestizc, zembo, and 
all ‘the wast varwty of men,” so far as co'or 
is concerned, and if they had not their exis- 
teace here, they would bave had it im Africa!

All the crime of their 
kidnapping; all the horrors of the middie 
passage ; all their sufferings for two centu- 
res, of six generations; and all the calami- 
testhat are yet to grow out of their condi- 
tron, all these crimes and agonies are gratu- 
itous crimes and agonies. There is no rec- 
ompense or palliation for them.

to the amount of human guilt and suffering 
for which the white race must answer in the 
day of account. The idea, then, of sending 
the slaves back to their country, is an egre- 
gious fallacy. If they were to be sent back 
whence they came, it would not be to Africa, 
but to non-entity. 

If the ancestors of the present three mil- 
lions of slaves had never been brought here, 
if their descendants had never been propa- 
gated here, for the supposed value of their 
services, their places would have been sup- 
plied by white laborers, by men of the Cau. 
casian rece, by freemen. Instead of the 
three millions slaves, of all colors, we should 
doubtless now have at least three millions 
whie, free born citizens, adding to the real 
prosperity of ihe country, and to the power 
ofthe Republic. If the South bad pot had 
slaves to do thew work for them, they would 
have become ingenious and inventive like 
the North, and would have enlisted the vast 
frees of mature in their service, wind and 
fire and water and steam and lightning, the 
mighty energies of gravitation and the subtle 
forces of chemmiry. The country might not 
hawe bad so gaudy and ostentatious a civili- 
Zahon as at present, but 1 would have bad 
one infinitely more pare and sosnd. 

But admit the alledged ststemeni, absurd 
and false as it ws; admit thet these three 
millions of slaves would have belonged to 
Africa if they had not belonged to America, 


| that they would have been torn of the same 


fathers and mothers there as here, ao that 
those of them who are Amenean mulatices 


} would have been Exhiepien mulattoes: and 


admit, further, that their present condition is 
better than the aliernative comdrtion alleged, 
and wharthen’ Is your duty done? Is at 
enough if you bave made the condiioe of a 
orof a race alittle better, of any bet- 

ter, of you have not made as much beter 
asyoucan? What standard of morals do 
geatiemen propose to themselves’ Hi a fei- 
low-bemg it suffering under a hundred die 
eases, and we can relieve lim from them all, 
what kind of benevolence is that which boasts 
of relering bum from one, and permits hum 
to suffer under the other ninety and-nime? 
By the law of nature and of God, the slave 
like every other man, ie entriled to life, hber- 
ty, and the pursuant of happiness; he as en- 
titled to hes earnings, to the enjoyment of his 
socral affections, to the development of hie 
intellectual aud moral faculties, to that cul ~ 
vation of bis religrous nature which shail fit 
him, pot merely to feel, but reason of right. 
eousness, temperance, and a judgment to 
come; be is enutled to all these rights, of 
which be has been cruelly despoiled; and 
when he catches some feeble glimmering of 
some of them, we withhold the rest, and de- 
fend ourselves and pride ourselves that he is 
better off than he would have been in some 
other country or some other condition. Sup- 
pose the Samaritan had bound ep a single 
wound, of relreved a single pang of the bleed- 
ing wayfarer who had fallen among thieves, 
and then had gone to the next inn and boast- 
ed of bis benevolence. He would only have 
shown the difference between a“ good Sa- 
maritan”’ and a “bigot Samaritan.” The 
threves themselves might have dove as much. 
But there is another inquiry which the 


champions of slavery have got to answer be- 
fore the world and before Heaven. If Amer- 


| scan slaves are better off than native Afri- 


cans, who is to be thanked for int Has 
their improved condition resulted from any 
purposed pian, any well-digested, systema- 
tized measure, carefully thought out, and 
reasoned out, and intended for their benefit ? 
Notat all. In all the Southern statute books, 
and legisiatiwe records there is no trace of 
any such scheme. Laws, judicial decisions, 
the writings of political economisis, all treat 
the slave as a thing to make money with, 
Agricultural socieves give rewards for the 
best crops. Horse jockey socieves improve 
the fleetness of the breed for the sports of the 
turf. Even the dogs have professional train- 
ers. But not one thing is done to bring out 
the qualities of manhood that lie buried in a 
slave. Look through the Southern statute 
books and see what Draconian penalties are 
infleted for teaching « slave to reed, see how 
he + lashed for attending @ meeting to hear 
the Word of God. On every highroed patrols 
he in wait to scourge him back, if he at- 
tempts to visit father, mother, wife, child of 
frend, on a neighboring plantation. By day 
and by might, at all times and everywhere, he 
ws the victim of an energetic and compreben- 
sive system of measures, which blot out his 


| sennes, paralyze his mind, degrade and bru- 


tify bee nature, and suppress the inetinetive 
workings of truth, generosity, and manhood 
im hue breast. All the good that reaches 
him, reaches him to depance of these prive- 
tions and disabiliues. If any light pene- 
trates to hie soul, it is because bumen art 
cannot weave a cloud dense and dark enough 
to be wholly impervious to int. There are 
some blessings which the goodness of Gud 
will bestow in spite of human efforts to in- 
tercept them. It is these only which reach 
the slave. And afier having bailt up ali bar. 
riers to forbid the access of improvement ; 
afer heving sealed his senses ignorance, 
and more then helf obliterated his faculties 
by neglect and perversion, the oppressor terns 
round, and because there oe came scanty, 
imerdental benefits growing out of the very 
deplorableness of his condition, he justifies 
himself before the world and claims the ep- 
proval of Heaven, because the slave is better 
off bere than he would be in Africa.

The Lower House of Parliament consists 
of 655 members—500 Engleh, 53 Scotch 
and 105 Iriweh. The body, as its name im- 
ples, purports to be the representation of the 
|“ commonalty” of the realm, but yet the 
aristocratic element enters largely + s 
composition. it contans 39 elders, sons of 
Peers, who upon the death of their fathers 
will step into the Upper house, 170 brothers, 
younger sens and mmediate relatives of 
Peers, and 167 other members, who by birih 
c# marrage are connected with the nobility 
The superabundance of place-men.in the re- | 
preseatauve branch, which our cor 
so wisely guards against, and which 
f the principal causes of the late revolution 
n France, exrts to a gnevous extent i the 
British Commons. The boty contains 63 
| guvrrument officials drawing large annual

and 106 patrons of church livings, who are 
j all more or less iateresied in the preservation 
of present abuses.

LEGISLATIVE AGRICULTURAL MEETING. 
The subject for discussion was Agricul- 
tural Education. The meeting was opened 
by the President, Mr Wilder, who remarked 
that the subject was of vital muporance to 
the whole community, aon the success of 
the farmer most depend, ina great degree, 
the prosperity of all the trades aud profes 
sons. It was a duty we owed to the rising 
generation, as well as lo ourselves, to place 
agricultural screace on a par with other de- 
partments of learmmg. To effectuate this 
obyeet, the and of government is needed: and 
he tome has arrived when the attention of 
‘our Legislature should be called to this sub- 
geet, that in ther pranseworthy liberality to 
colleges and schools, that interest should not 
be forgotien, upoa the wellare of which the 
prosperity of all our institutions depend 
The Governor of New York had called the 
attention of the Legislature of that State to 
this subject, and the commuitice on Agricul- 
ture had recommenied the estableehment of 
an egricnitural college 

Mr Colhoan remarked that @ sound edo- 
cation diffused among every portion of the 
community, was the bass of our happiness 
and power. It was the glory of our State 
that u had dome so much for the education 
of us people. There are schools and exl- 
leges for the education of the people at large, 
aud there are imstituuens for the education 
of parucular classes, as the deaf and dumb, 
the insane, and even sunt, lt was a mater 
of wedwideal, as q@well os State pride, to in 
prove these +ystems to the utmost. There 
is, then, a public sentiment on ehich we 
may rely, when any pew scheme fue the dif.

The importance of educstion for @ partic. 
ular object ts well illustrated in the case of 
Normal Schools At first they met with « 
great deal of opposing, but that has a length 
died y, and the ambition of 
every town to obtain a teacher that has been 
educated at a Normal School It ve ward that 
farmers learn by observation and experience. 
This was the language held wuh regard to 
the Normal Schools, and with as little rea 
A great deal may be learned by obser- 
vation, bat thers the work of aliferme In 
farming, a9 10 everything else, we desire to 
acquire the greatest amount of wformation 
ip the shortest space of time. Accurate in- 
formation is needed, for much that the far- 
mer acquires by observation he ws obliged to 
unlearn. There is no reason why the young 
farmer should not enter upon bis labors 
with that elementary knowledge which is 
broaght to the practice of the various trades 
and professions, 

‘There is no porsuit in which each @ rare- 
ty of screntific knowledge is required as in 
farming. Of late years many books have 
been written om the sulject of agriculraral 
ecrence, and considerable attention has been 
bestowed on it in England, France, and Ger- 
many, and with great success. None of our 
present educational imatitutions can give the 
young farmer the knowledge he requires 
An agricultural college is needed where our 
young men may learn, not only whatever sp- 
pertame to the soul, but whatever ts imtimate- 
ly connected with his cecupation, as prac 
cal surveying, physiology, &e. Bat such an 
tostitation will not be established uwatil our 
Legulature afford the requisne pecumary 
aid.
